
NATURALIZATION PAPERS 
OF SCIOTO COUNTY,OHIO 


The process by which aliens became naturalized citizens 
produced several types of documents and records which are 
now located in the Probate Court of Scioto County, Ohio. 
These various records and documents have been abstracted 
by five members of the Scioto County Chapter of the Ohio 
Genealogical Society in order to bring together all the 
information now known to be available on the foreigners 
who lived in the county. 

Only records from 1900 and earlier were abstracted. 

Obviously, not every foreigner in the county would be 
represented in the naturalization records. Some may have 
chosen not to renounce their allegience to a foreign 
country; some may have been naturalized through other 
county courts before coming to Scioto County. 

From the records we have here, it appears that the process 
began, for most aliens, when he filed his "Declaration of 
Intent to Become a Naturalized Citizen". This document 
generally states that the person is over twenty-one years 
of age, that it is his intention to forever renounce his 
allegience to the country from which he emigrated, and to 
become a naturalized citizen of the United States of America. 
These papers vary in format, depending on the county court 
from which they were issued, and may have additional infor¬ 
mation such as the date of emigration, port of immigration, 
date of immigration, and age. The Declarations of Intent 
listed here were issued from Scioto County, Ohio unless it 
is otherwise indicated. (See Appendix for samples.) 

After a certain period of time, the alien could take his 
Declaration of Intent to a country court, take the oath, 
and become a naturalized citizen of the U.S. The length 
of time appears to be three years on some records, five 
years on others, and waived entirely on the affidavit of 
minors and soldiers. Some of the records also show that 
the alien had two witnesses who were citizens over 21 years 
of age, and could verify that the alien had resided in the 
state for at least a year, and in the U.S. for three (or 
five) years, and he was of good moral character. (See 
Appendix for samples of Naturalization papers, also known 
as Second Papers.) 

Naturalization Records for Minors are affidavits that state 
that the person came Into the United States under the age 
of eighteen/' , S<2' /V is now over 21. Naturalization Records for 
Soldiers give the dates and company of military service.
